- from thence, and on the 26. of Auguſt wearrived at the Cape Verde, 
wherewe ſtayd to refreſh 11 dayes, and in regard our beer {tanke, 
we were conſtrained tothrow it over board , and to fiil.onr Caskes 
with water; which having done , we proceededion a direct cou;fe 
in our voyage to Barbadoes, in which we were very lohg, by reaſon 
of the exceeding heavy ſayling of ſome of our ſhips, v/z. the Bra- 
zl Frigot, the Encreaſe, Ruth, and Maliga Mairchanc, fo thatic 
was the 16. of October before we arrived at the Barbadoes, early

Being arrived as is before mentioned ,- Sir George Aiſcongh ſent 
three (hips, vis. the Amity, Sorſcs, and the Maliga Mirchant, to 
cake 2 view of Carlile Bay , the Body of the Fleet comming af- 
ter with what ſpeed they could into S. Auſtins Bay ; having before 
appoynted', that if any occaſion were for aremove to.ouw ſhipsar 
Carlile Bay, that the Amity ſhould make a ſigne, which they. fayd' 
they did; bur it conldnotbe ſeen by the Officer who was appoyarted 
to watch for the ſame ; however, preſently after we faw thoſe ſhips

Waezreupon Sir George commanded the Maſter of the Rainbow 
to ſayle as neare the Fort as poſſible he cond for depth of Water, 
and fo we came within haife Misket ſhot of che Fort , which pre- 
ſencly gaveus many ſhot, ſome of which took place in our ſhips, 
bus the whole Fleet loſt but one man; bur $is George cauſed the 
Rainbow to power a whole broad fide npon them of no lefle then 
26 great (hot, which ( being ſoneare)) webclecve was to purpoſe ; 
alſo the reſt of our ſhips, as they paſſed by , ſhot at rhem many ſhor, 
and ſo we came all into Carlile Bay, where we found that our three 
ſhips (which we had before ſent chither) had ſeized on all che ſhips 
in the Bay, exccpt three of the ſmalleſt, who ſaved themſelves by 
ruoning a ground : thus we {urprized 12 (ayle of (hips and Galliotr, 
the which were all Dutch and Hamburgers. Sir George now.cauſed 
more men to be put aboard of every ſhip, and commanded them:to 
be brought from under the Command of the Forts, which were four - 
in all, v:z. che Fort at Spikes Bay, the Forc at St. Auſtins Bay,, the 
Fort at Cazlile Bay, and the Fort at Nedam poynt; the next day we 
rook another Dacch ſhip co:nming to Trade here, ſhe was aVeſlell 
of 25 pieces of Ordnance , her lading allo was. of a conſiderable 
value ; thoſe we had before taken in the Bay, were ſome of 18. 16. 
I2, and 10.Guns,and ſfomeleflc ; the Commanders of all theſe ſhips 
being on board us, they had given them anempty Veſf:ll co. carry 
them to Antego. they carneltly deſiring the ſame. | 

After we had proceeded thus far in order to the reducing of this 
Iſland, and notwithſtanding our tedious voyage, which was full 1.:. 
weeks, yet all our people were in healch , although by reaſon of our 
going to Portugal held fo ſoutherly a courſe that we did expe ſome 
fickneſſe, and chen at our arrivall to ſurprize ſo many Veſſels under 
all their Forcs, with che-lofſe only of one man, although we exchan-
